ED AUSTIN’S TEST STAKES. 

The mnddy track and threatening weather 
did not deter lovers of racing frem going to 
Hawthorne yesterday, and despite these unfav- 
orable conditions a large crowd was on hand 
and witnessed an excellent day's sport. Thirty 
books drew in and as speculation was brisk 
throughout the afternoon the peccilere were 
kept busy handling the money. The feature of 
the day was the Test Stakes, a sweepstakes for 
two-year-olds, five and a half fnrlonge, with 
$1,000 added. Kd Austin, George Bennett’s con- 
sistent colt, was made an even money favorite 
and justified the confidence placed in him by 
bis many supporters by handling his crush- 
ing impost like a major and winning in 
rather handy fashion. Holtman got the 
youngsters off at the first break to an excellent 
start. Memnon dashed into the lead opening a 
gap of two lengths from Nellie Waddell with 
the rest of the field fairly close np with the ex- 
ception of Commissioner Forster, he being 
beaten off before a quarter bad been run. 
Nearing tne half Ed Austin and Janbert both 
moved np to Nellie Waddell’s saddle skirts bnt 
Memnon still continued in the lead with a snug 
advantage. Straightened for home Ed Austin 
gradually closed on the leader throatlatching 
him at the eighth post with Sonth Trimble and 
Janbert necks apart about a length away. Ed 
Austin had ewnng wide at the head of the 
stretch and drew an outside position. After 



shaking off Memnon he drew away handily but 
had to be shaken np in the closing strides to 
stall off Janbert ana Sonth Trimble’s bid near

the wire. He was well tired when cross- 
ing the line and swerved slightly to- 
ward the judges’ stand bnt won all 
ont by a length, while Janbert barely lasted 
long enough to beat the fast closing South 
Trimble a head for second place. Memnon 
tired palpably in the last eighth. Commissioner 
Forster came with a rush at the end after clos- 
ing mnch gronnd in the last quarter. Nellie 
Waddell had enough after running a half mile. 

The steeplechase ended in a farce, Captain 
Conover winning by courtesy. Without mis- 
chance the best he could have done wonld have 
been to finish third, as Dick Fnrber fell over the 
ninth jump and Lord Chesterfield bolted at tbe 
same place, both being two lengths in front of . 
Captain Conover at the time. After this he 
slowly galloped home, wineing by thirty lengths 
from Chancery. Clay remonnted Dick Fnrber 
and went on over the course for third money. 
Coronatue balked at the eeventh jump. 

The sprint race was thought to be a good 
thing for Maggie Davie, which was held at t to : 
5 in the betting, bnt the best she eonld was to 
run third. The winner turned up in old Boney 
Boy which was at home in the going, bat he had 
to extend himself to the last onnce to beat Max 
Bendix a neck on the poet. Maggie Davis and 
Boney Boy ran neck and neck to the last quarter 
where the former tired nnd Max Bendix moved 
np with a rush. The two fooght it ont hard to 
the wire, bnt Max Bendix faltered slightly in the 
closing strides. Maggie Davis finished third 
five lengths away. 

Santa Tereea was much the beet in the sixth 
race and had to be, for Gormley was slow about 
getting her to moving after the start and she 
was next to last while going down the back- 
stretch. She picked np her field easily, how- 
ever, in the last qnarter, and won going away 
by three lengths from Approved, who finished 
the same distance in front of Mabel Winn. 



Lady Like, closely followed by Approved, led to 
tbe stretch, where the latter retired. Approved 
was tired in tbs last sixteenth, but shook off 
Mabel Winn easily when the pinch came. 

Hermencia appears to rnn as well in the mad 
as over a dry track, jndging from the handy 
manner in which he beat Tammany Chief in 
the second race at one and three-eigbths miles. 
He led for the entire jomrney, winning by a 
length, with Tammany Chief seven in front of 
Little Elkin. Knightbanneret ran as if stale. 

Argregor took the favorite, Silurian, into 
camp in the day’s opener, tbe two hooking np 
jnst before entering the stretch and fighting it 
ont hammer and tongs to the wire, the former 
winning b; a short length, with Denman 
Thompson third five lengths away. Introdnc- 
ter showed speed for a half mile and then died 
away. Denman Thompson tired badly in the 
last eighth. 

The finale was the best race of the day, Es- 
pionage, hacked for a killing, winning on the 

E oet in a desperate finish by a neck from Sam 
iRzarns Esq., he healing Henry of Trastamare 
a head for second place. Espionage ran a sen- 
sational raca and was virtually left at the poBt. 
She was five lengths hack of the last horse at 
the first tnrn, bnt Ranch persevered with her, 
and by dint of a splendid ride finally got her 
np in time to win on the post. It was a great 
rnn and was greeted with vociferous cheering 
from the grand stand. Sam Lazarus Esq. and 
Mondoro ran closely together to the rnn in, 
where the latter retired and Henry of Traeta- 
mare joined the leader. The two were fighting 
it ont desperately when Espionage came with a 
rneh in the closing strides and beat them both 
out.
